The physiclans declare she will be a hope-
fesn invalid, and from a motive of p.ty
he marries her, He sends her to Burope
to have the care of the best physicians,
and In her abaence falls a vietm to the
wiles of another woman who proposes to
make the best of her power, The adju.
tant of the regiment !s Roderick D'Arcy
(Sidney Drew), his nephew, who s in love
with the colonel's ward, Geraldine (Mi=s
Nance O'Nell), o young giri who has just
arrived from the east. There is alto at
the post a destigning and handsome Wash-
ington widow, Mre, Ponsonby (Miss Anne
Leonard), whose son (Ernest Walcott) is
& llentenant in the regiment, Young o
ronby, who 1= 0 scapegrace, has borrowed
1500 at a 8Ban Francisco bank on his
mother's name, secursd by property in
New Jersgey belonging to a relative. The
bank discivers the fraud and notifies Mes,
Ponsonby that they have, out of consid-
eration I}ur her name, extended pavment
for thirty days, This furn'shes o motive
in the pliy which prompts Mra. Ponsonhy
to consplre to secure Geraldine's hand for
her son, knowing her to be an helress,
The colonel, however, refuses his consent,
and Mrs. Ponsonby (nforms him that un-
loss he withdruws hiz objections she will
reveal to his invalid wife the story of his
pertidy.

About the same time Colonel D'Arcy
recelves a threatening letter from his
former inamorata demanding hush money.
The letter hus remalned unanswered four
woeks, owlng to the colonel's absence, He
muke a conflilant of his nephew, Adjutant
1rArey, to whom he dscloses the fact
that while he did not originally love his
wife, he doss s0 now with increased ardor,
and is in despair over the prospect of his
iinlson belng disclosed to her. Here the
comedy sets In. A telegram, signed with
two initialle, Intended for Colonel D'Arcy,
43 placed by mistake in hi2 junlor's hands,
announcng the coming of & baby by a
stenmsh’p from the east. Young D'Arcy
15 In comlical despalr, but makes a con-
fident of his brother officers, vowing that
he knows nothing of the orlgin of the my=-
terious baby., Mrs. Ponsonby respives to
use the Information to drive young
‘Arcy out of the fleld and leave Gors
ine to her son, but M!ss Broese (Mprs
Slidney Draw), a kind military M'l'ss, dis-
covers that the telegram ‘s intended for
the colonel. 1t relleves young D'Arcy of a
serious predicament which might cost him
the hand of Geraldine, but it puis the
disgrace on hls uncle, the colonel. The
Ponsonby bringa matters to a crisls by
arousing the wife's susple’ons, and the
colonel [= about to disclose b gullt when
young D'Arcy, by a herols act of seif-
facndice, ussumes the responsibllity for

the baby, and at the ame t'me forfelits
Geraldine's hand. The rest of the pleces
le devoted to & portrayal of hiz misery,
m.ngled with a good deal of humor, until
chance places In his honds the letter of
the bank to Mrs Ponsonby. and she ia
mide harmless, About thiz t'me the mys-
tery surrounding the baby !s explained,
It turn= out that reference was had to
Gera!dine, who, Ms=tead of coming hr
steamship, had come overland by rail,
w.thout the knowledge of her friends in
lhI-L- east. And thus everything ends hup-
Py

The play ia presented by a strong com-
pany, Colonel D'Arcy was widmirably por-
trayed by McKee Hank!n, The honors of
the production, however, belong in the
firet place to Mr, and Mre, Sidney Drew,
The latter's part !s that of a breesy west-
ern g.rl, who is more at home in the bar-
racks and on the prairies than in a parior
=—a w'rl, with a rich fund of womanly sym-
pathy and strong character force, Her
acting was admirable, being markad by a
vigorous and vivaclous Interpretation of
the comedy features of the role. Mr,
Drew's part s one Involving a portrayal
of conflicting emotions, changing rap!dly
from the gay to the grave, and from_ the
Judicrous to the intensely dramatic. It is
in the highest degree creditable to his
versatllity as an actor to present In such
striking contrast these exceedingly trying
lines of diverging characteristics, If there
be weakness in the play, It Is rather in the
character of the low commly element,
which seems to be Interpolated us so much
padding, without suffielent regard for the
stronger features of the plece, The pla
fa not without Its conventional material,
but the story I8 5o well told, and the mat-
ter at hand, the novel with the conven-
tional, ®o cleverly assim’iated in the
whole, and besides, the parts are so well
taken and the stage management ev'denc-
ing such marked ability, that 'The Bache-
Jor's Baby' must be pronounced & success, I
a credlt to the modeat author and to the *
artistlc abilitles of those who are called
upon to present IL."

Apropos of the complaint that Sir
Henry Irving was not forced to pay a
tax on the scenic paraphernalia he
brings to this country, Eugene Field
writes: “When we conslder what Irv-
ing has done for dramatic art in this
country, we think he should be accord-
e every privilege. It was he who gave 1
our publie to know that the drama
could be mounted handsomely, Before
he came here our great actors had been
fn the habit of golng about with two
or three shabby old stage s=ts, ridicu-

[ls—

lously seedy costumes and absurdly in-
efMiclent companies. It took just one
season of Henry Irving to change all
that. Then Edwin Booth and Lawrence
Barrett got together and gave a prac-
tical recognition of the fact that the
public was no longer to be imposed
upon with ahiftless performances. Oth-
er managers followed sult; there was
an immediate slevation of the standard
of dramatic art. The fosslls were rele-
gated to obscurity, and the wretched |
old stage scenery and costumes were
packed off to the kindling yards and |
junk shops. Henry Irving's first sea- |
#on In America marked an epoch for |
which the public and the profession
should be heartily grateful.’”

Very pleasant worde greet Nat Good-
win's production of Henry Guy Carle-
ton's play, “A Glided Fool." \'nnce1
Thompson writes of It: ‘“The role of
Chauncey Short Is one that fits this
actor uncommonly well. It furnishes a
logléal background for many of his per- |
sonal pecullarities; it excuses his rather
coarse mmanner; It even lends ltself to
the ‘gagping’ habit of the variety stage, |
which Mr. Goodwin has not wholly |
abandoned.

A musicul festival
i* not an esteddfod, nether = an els-
teddfod & mus.onl festival, yet n the
Welsh settlement of the U'nited States the
woarvd esttaldfod in connection with musi-
el compettons I8 ‘nvarably abused, The
esteddfod means a gathering of Welsh
burids, w congress of Hterateurs and min-
sirels. Tt antcdates all Insrtutions of
learning known 1o the elvilizgesd world, and
{1# meetngs have been annual in Gwalia
from a very early date, We have au-
thentic records of the provecdings of s
annual gatherings for many centurles,
and It is a historieal fact that it has been
the national institut!on of the children of
Gomer wsince the fifth century, If not
earfer, Its gutherings huve always been
large and eéxcesdingly enthusiastic, and
the attendance ot the recent national #is-
teddfod was ehormous, Just think of an
audlence of 20,000 people ngng one of
the Inspiring Welsh hymns! The effect
fs thrilling. Such are.the audlences that
aszemble st a Welsh nat'rnal elsteddfod,

The titled nobllity are its patrons, and
men who have reached the highest trend
in the Indder of fame participate (n its
diverse exerciscs, Bighops and other
church dignltaries contribute to s wel-
fare: Judiges and barrieters, divines amd
college bred men in every walk of life,
ministers of the many religlous denomina-
tiors, have been chronieled in the reorila
of Its competitions, That dist'ngulshed
Iterateur and lingulst, the late Prince
Lous Lucten Bonbparte, was among the
many renowned compeiltors at the Abar-

venny eisteddfodan in the early fifties,

{e wux one of the most scholarly men of
the age, and a profound thinker., Among
his competitora were men of the highest
accomplishments in learning and litern-
ture, They were Oxford and Cambridge
graduates, Glasgow and Dublin unlver-
sity men, and o, few from the great unt-
versitiea: of Germany.

One of these memorable contestas be-
tween glant minds gave to Wales its
greatest antquarian and historian, the
late Thomos Btephens, of Merthyr, the
fmmortal author of “The Litersiure of
the Kymrie," the most valuable work
found in the publie and private lbrerca
of Walea. The great hlsturlan and an-
tiquarian was born of humble parents in
one of the most secluded hamlets of
Breconshire, Bouth Wales, H's early edu-
cational advantages were meagre, but his
Innate love for knowledge and his stu-
dious hablts, his great natural abilitles
and close appication to bhooks, bis untng-
g ng perseverance and strong w'll power,
conquered all barrlers, and early In life,
